CLEANING LEAD.—In an improved apparatus for cleaning lead 
and other metallic ores, Mr. T. ARCHER, jun., of Dunston, Durham, 
constructs a tube or pipe of suitable diameter and length, which he 
places in a nearly horizontal but slightly inclined ition, and 
which he arranges so that it can be rocked or revolved. He intro- 
duces a hopper spout at the high end of this tabe with any con- 
venient arrangement for passing into the tube a regulated quantity 
of the crashed ore intended to be separated, and at the other end he 
introduces a blast of air. The revolation of the tube is so regu- 
lated as to cause a continually new surface of its contained ore to 
be subjected to the blast of air, the slight inclination of the tube is 
adjusted so as, notwithstanding the blast of air, to cause the gradual 
descent of the heavier portions of the ore to the lower end into a 
receptacle provided for them ; and the force of the blast air is so re- 
gulated as that, acting upon the lighter particles of the crushed 
material, it causes them to pass out at the high end of the tube, 
where suitable arrangements are provided for receiving them.

It is certainly not a rose-coloured one; but at 
the same time,as men of business, we must look at the thing in not too despond- 
img a manner, nor on the other side allow ourselves to indulge in hopes which, 
even if they do exist,are of the most remote character. But, asa man of business, 
I clearly see one thing—that so long as we are making the two ends meet we 
are not justified in throwing up the concern, but it is our duty to try and nurse 
it, and see whether we cannot out of this very sick man make an able-bodied 
active man, (Hear, hear.) We are not in a position to lay a scheme be- 
fore you of how this process of resuscitation can be carried out; but we 
can only promise you that in what depends upon our own selves we shall 
always take such a course as will commend itself to any sound man of 
business. In the last few months, from the very latest reports of Mr. 
Kossuth, we see that the production is somewhat improved, and that the cost 
of the Cor keeps pretty well pace with the prices of sale. Mr. Kossuth 
himself tells you in the report which you have just heard read that if we are 
able to go on working as long as he can make 6000 wagons of 700 kilos. each per 
month, treating minerals of 11 per cent. tenour, and selling refined sulphur 
at 135 frs. per ton, we are generally to have a small margin for dead work, with 
that steady output we shall have to see if there still remains any future for us. 
I have repeated these very words of Mr. Kossuth because they best show you 
that the only thing we can do is to work from day to day, and endeavour to 
seize every favourable opportunity which may present itself to get out of the 
quagmire in which we are. (Hear, hear.) The fact that Mr. isser, one of 
your directors (who has been a director of this company almost from the begin- 
ning of the concern), is at the same time the banker, who is the largest creditor 
of the concern, ought to inspire you with the belief that everything which is 
pumenly peep to do for the advantage of this property will be done. Mr. 
Geisser believes in Mr. Kossuth, and being on the spot his opinion is certainly 
one which ought to be very carefully considered by us here, and by you, the 
shareholders, who from the distance cannot of course go into every detail as well 
as people who are on the spot. Now,in conclusion, I have only to make one 
remark, and that is that patiently as you have followed the efforts to make a 
success out of this very unsuccessful venture, you must have a little more 
patience as to what will be the ultimate result of it. Not that I wishinany way 
to foreshadow there will be anything saved out of the wreck, but the parties who 
have become our creditors must be reasonably protected.

The operations at the mines have not 
developed any rich deposits of ore during the year, but the explorations carried 
on resulted in a greatly increased extraction of ore, and as uctiveness 
of some of the lodes has thus been proved, it only uires a return to former 
prices for lead in order to make the mines profitable to the shareholders ; mean- 
while, expenditure is curtailed as much as possible at unproductive poiats, and 
increased attention is being directed to the tributing department. 

The directors have recently made the final call of 5s. per share on the pre- 
ference shares.

And so, ifa 
man introduces a small thing in an honest way, or recommends small 
speculations and they prove failures there is no end of denunciations 
against him ; but the promoters of big things who roll in their thou- 
sands of pounds at a venture, are like the heroes—for a time.

A few exceptions to the general rule can be accounted for 
and the stocks which have declined will, in the natural course of 
events, regain their position. Mines as a rule, however, have not 
received favour or support to any appreciable extent; but that they will do so 
may be considered as being beyond doubt. In one or two cases, indeed, already 
eager buyers are about; but they are wisely undemonstrative that quotations 
may not be forced up to their prejudice. Notably is this so in the case of West 
Kitty, which is at}this moment the mine probabiy most in favour with the public. 
There are many reasons assigned for this, the first and foremost being the ad- 
mitted richness of the mine itself, and the probability of future and important 
discoveries.

AUSTRALIAN SILVER.— Native silver does not appear to have been 
found in any quantity in New South Wales. The Rev. W. B. Clarke 
mentions, in his Southern Gold Fields, published in 1860, that 
silver had been met with in the southern districts in two or three 


| places, in the form of small fragments and aborescent crystals. 


Count Strzelecki makes the following mention of the occurrence of 
native silver on Honeysuckle Range, from Piper’s Flat, in New South 
Wales, in 1839 :—“ Silver (native) in very minute and rare spangles, 
disseminated in primitive greeustone $s deserving further 
researches.” Native silver is said to occur also in the Boorook Mines, 
with the chloride, sulphide, and other ores of silver; and at Carlton 
Hill, Dungog, Hunter, and Macleay District ; and Warril Creek, to 
the north of Kempsey. A small plate of silver was found by Mr. C. 
Suttor, junior, in the quartz of a vein containing galena on the 
Mount Grosvenor Estate, near Bathurst. Thesilver mining industry 
would become profitably developed if undertaken by individuals pos- 
sessing the knowledge of separating the metal economically from the 
ores with which it is generally found in combination, In a recent 
report of the New South Wales Department of Mines, it is stated 
that at Thackeringa and Umbermerka, near Mount Gipps, in the 
Albert District,extensive deposits of silver and lead have been opened 
up. Large quantities of the ore are found at and near the surface. 
Disputes and litigation concerning titles to the land have had the 
effect of retarding the development of these deposits, while the 
drought has prevented prospecting; but there is no doubt that, in

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finally resulted in leaving prices upon a more remunerative level. Holders 
have for so long had to submit to such heavy sacrifices that the slightest im- 
provement is now more than usually welcome, and creates a better feeling in 
the market, which in its turn encourages more operators to come forward and 
make purchases. 
But to leave the raw material and turn our attention to the market for manu- 
factured there is further cause for congratulation. It is true that for the latter 
prices have not materially improved, but, at the same time, they are slightly 
stiffer, and some of the smelters do not appear to be disposed to make more 
than the most meagre sales at current rates, while a very fair business is being 
done in sheets both of copper and yellow metal, chiefly for India. The low rates 
are wisely inducing many Indian indentors to effect contracts, and others would 
do well to follow in the lead thus set them,fas purchases may not for long be 
able to be made at present moderate prices, and the gradual withdrawing of 
quotations by many of the smelters ought to be sufficient reason to convince 
buyers generally that hesitation may prove fatal. i 
RON.—This market continues steady, and, on the whole, quiet. 
The principal events of the week have been the various Quarterly 
Meetings, which have been held in sundry parts of the country, but at 
none of these meetings has there been any activity. ‘There have been 
the same characteristics throughout them; dulness has mostly pre- 
vailed, and prices have undergone little or no alteration. Buyers and sellers 
have met together and pronounced the trade to be in a bad state, and have sepa? 
rated without transacting business. Sellers here and there hav» not been alto- 
Peay di d to make ions, but this has only led to the execution of 
ew and limited orders, and there is still much stagnancy in the demand for 
general merchant iron. Heavy sacrifices are not submitted to, probably on ac- 
count of the already very low rates; but when buyers’ limits are somewhat near 
sellers’ quotations business for the most part is not refused. Advices from Glas- 
gow show that at the opening of the week the warrant market was much 
depressed, but there has since been some recovery in the tone of prices, during 
the last day or two having more than regained what they lost during the first 
week of the year. 

Perhaps the most adverse feature in the market is the very small quantity 
shipped last week, whilst, if we take the totals, it is most unsatisfactory to find 
that they are less this year, that is to say sitice Christmas, than they have been 
for the corresponding periods of the last six years. There is one point worthy 
of note, which may be reported in favour of the market, and that is the reduced 
number of furnaces that are in blast. It is said that this reduced number is

The outlook for 1884 is not very promising for the iron trede ; but as no great 
expectations are formed respecting it any improvement will come as a pleasant 
surprise. There is no concealing the fact that the exceptional activity of the 
last few years has exhausted itself, and now we find the United States in the 
throes of a crisis even severer than our own, whilst the shipbuilding trade of this | 
country appears to be on the eve of a very serious collapse. Our general exports | 
continue to show steady and satisfactory progress, but this cannot compensate for 
the loss of trade in other directions. Prices are certainly low and generally un- 
profitable ; but we fear it may be found necessary still to use every means that 
skill and enterprise can devise to find out how to make iron cheaper, and so 
meet that competition which has lately been so seriously felt in several branches | 
of the trade. 

Coal exhibited more firmness than iron during the year. This we believe to 
be due to the long and severe struggle through which the trade passed between | 
1873 and 1882,and which resulted in the closing of many new pits that had | 
been opened out during the period of high prices. The serious fall in wages drove 
numbers of colliers to seek other employment, and it is estimated that 35,000 
fewer men were employed in 1882 than in 1874. This appears at length to have 
brought the powers of production almost level with the increasing consumption 
which had been going on all the time. It is possible, however, that the activity 
which prevailed during the last few months of the year was due more to the 
apprehensions of a strike than to any extra demand for coal. If there should 
have been a general “ stocking-up” a reaction will certainly follow. It is for- | 
tunate that the men have seen the folly of a strike in face of the very general 
depression which prevails in the trades with which they are allied.

Skeleton application forms have 
been issued, easy to fill up, and official examiners have been ap- 
pointed whose ial duty will be to examine each application and 
specification to see whether it is technically sufficient, and if reported 
technically insufficient the applicant can amend, or he can, if so de- 
sirous, a 1 — such decision to the law officers of the Crown. 
The applicant (before the comptroller reports an amendment is re- 
quired) is to have the opportunity of being heard in person or by 
agent, or the comptroller may require from him a written statement 
as to his invention. If the applicant appeals from the comptroller’s 
decision, a fee of 3/. will be sufficient to bring the case for final 
judgment before the law officer of the Crown. Opposition is facili- 
tated under the new Act; an opponent to a grant will no longer 
grope in the dark, but will know exactly the application he is oppos- 
ing. This, no doubt, will open a door for the owners of existing 
monopolies to watch closely all future applications, and users of 
mechanical contrivances and machinery may possibly organise a 
system of opposing applications for patents, and so far as this is 
with the bona fide desire to protect already existing legitimate pa- 
tents no word can be said against it; but if it is to harass the poor 
inventor with the view of defeating his obtaining a patent for his 
invention, it can scarcely be too strongly condemned. We have, 
however, no fear upon this point, for, as we have before said, one 
great object of the new Act is to facilitate and protect the poor 
would-be patentee. 

There is one feature in the new Bill upon which we should like to 
see more definité action or pronounced decision. We refer to the 
right of the public to obtain all possible benefit of the patent upon 
just and equitable terms. We would not rob the inventor of the 
fruits of his genius, skill, and unwearied industry. He deserves a 
rich and plenteous harvest; but beyond that he should give the 
public the benefit of his invention. It is at Jonce obvious that he 
has no right to obtain a patent—i.e., a monopoly, and then refuse or 
decline to work it. Power is given under the new Act where “ by 
reason of the default of the patentee to work his patent in the United 
Kingdom, or to grant licenses on reasonable terms—or any person is 

revented from working or using to the best advantage any 
invention of which he is possessed, that the Board of Trade may 
order the patentee to grant licenses for working upon such terms as 
may appear just.” Certain steps are pointed out in the event of an 
application for a license, but’ the language of the Act is not sufli- 
ciently clear, to our thinking, as to the decision which the Board 
shall make. The clause is “ subject to any further directions which 
the Board of Trade may give ; the parties shall then be heard at such 
time before such person or persons, in such manner and in accord- 
ance with such procedure as the Board of Trade may in the circum- 
stances of the case direct.” There is a vagueness and indecision 
about this language which bespeaks weakness, and which should 
have been avoided. On the whole, however, we believe in the honest 
bona fide attempt of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN to deal fairly and justly with 
all parties, and to cut the Gordian knot which has perplexed and 
baffled able men for many years past. Nay, more, we believe it will 
be found ere long that the President of the Board of Trade has 
succeeded to a very great extent in his efforts, and that the great 
manufacturing industiies of the kingdom wiil receive substantial 
benefits from the passing of the Patent Act of 1883. 








THE SALT DEPOSITS IN THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


The year has opened out well for the development of the impor- 
tant; salt deposits opened out in the Middlesborough district. The 
salt found in 1881 by Messrs. BELL Brothers, at Port Clarence, is 
now being worked, and something like 400 tons a week is being pro- 
duced. The waste heat is utilised from the furnaces for the purpose 
of evaporation. The pans are so constructed that they could be in- 
creased to 20 at least, with a productive power equal to 1000 tons of 
salt weekly.

THE PIG-IRON TRADE OF 1883. 


Completing the statistics for the year, and giving the final comr 
parisons, Mr. William Wilson, Glasgow (Jan. 9), points out that oue 
export trade of 1883 has been a large one, nothwithstanding that thf 
United States have failed us considerably, The re-arrangement oe 
the tariff there did not bring the benefit expected. Our trade 
with that country is a fluctuating and uncertain one. It is the morr 
satisfactory, therefore, to note that other foreign countries, and ouf 
colonies especially, continue to take steadily increasing quantities o. 
iron and steel. The hopes entertained regarding 1883 at its begin 
ning have not been realised. The course of prices has been steadily 
downward, the fall becoming accelerated as the year drew to a close, 
It is difficult to find in the statistics of the year’s trade justification 
of that despondency which has latterly settled down upon the iron 
industries of the country. It may be said, however, that the un- 
satisfactory and ruinous state of matters at present existing begins 
to afford in itself an element of hope. The districts from which re. 
liable returns have come—Scotland, Cleveland, and Cumberland, re. 
present two-thirds of the entire trade of the country, and show that 
stocks of pig-iron have increased only 20,000 tons for the year in these 
districts collectively.

Even on petition to grant letters patent there was demanded | 
a fee of 51.; then on certificate of notice to proceed another 51.; 
on warrant of law officer for patent another 5/.; on sealing the letter 
nt 51.; on specification 5/., so that no step scarcely could be 
taken under some 20/. or 301. Now, by the payment of a single 
sovereign, provisional protection can be obtained for any invention 
for the term of nine months, and after that by filling up a “ com- 
plete specification” within the nine months, and paying 3/. more, a 
patent is granted for a term of four years, provided, of course, no 
opposition is lodged upon the ground of infringement or other rea- 
sonable pretext. The substantial reduction made is the more appa- 
rent when we remind the public that, under the old Act, a sum of 
501, had to be paid before “ the expiration of the third year.” Within 
the four years of protection, under the new Act, the patentee will 
have had ample time to have tested the value of his invention— 
whether sufficiently appreciated to make it worth his while to con- 
tinue to t, and, if he so determines, then he will have to pay a 
farther sum of 1501. before the end of the eighth year, which sum 
can be paid by easy yearly instalments, In making these really

The low figures for the iron trade items are 
due chiefly through depression of price, the quantities being slightly 
better. The month’s export figures for iron and steel show a falling 
off of 9001 tons in quantity, and 9 per cent. in value as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year, while in the 12 months’ 
trading the decline in the exports amounts to 309,279 tons in quan- 
tity, and 9 per cent. in value. The largest decline has been in pig 
and puddled iron, amounting to 20 per cent. for the month and 19 
per cent, for the 12 months. Nearly the whole of this falling off has 
been with the United States; with countries unenumerated there 
was a large increase. In bar and angle iron there was also a dimi- 
nution in the year’s exports to the extent of 25,255 tons, and the 
decline in value was 10 per cent. Here again we find the falling off 
was with the States. A marked improvement is shown in railroad 
iron so far as the quantities are concerned, the increase being 5565 
tons in the past month and 34,713 tons for the year; but when we 
come to the value thereof we find a decline of 3 per cent. for the 
month and 5 per cent. for the 12 months. The increased exports 
have been chiefly to the East Indies und Australasia. Wire shows 
a decrease, but in telegraphic wire there was a large increase. In 
cast and wrought iron there has been an increase of 9510 tons in 
quantity and 17 per cent. in value for the month, and 27,606 tons in 
quantity and 1 4 per cent. in value for the 12 months. The improve- 
ment has been mainly with Holland, Spain, and the East Indies. 
Hoops and sheets, while showing a slight increase in the quantity 
of the exports, show for the month an increase of 8:1 per cent. in 
value, but a decline 1°2 in the value of the 12 months’ trading. In 
old iron sent out for re-manufacture there is a large falling off in 
value, amounting to 33°3 per cent. for the 12 months. Steel un- 
wrought shows a decline of 4288 tons in quantity and 34 per cent. 
in value for the month, and of 99,273 tons in quantity and 31 per 
cent. in value for the 12 months.

It 
appears, however, inevitable that whatever care may be exercised 
errors will creep in now and then, and that is the only way in which 
we can account for placing the dividend of South Condurrow at 
16s. 6d. instead of 243. We find that the data was all right, but 
that somehow the results came out wrong. Probably, however, there 
is no mine so little likely to be effected by a slip of this sort than 
South Condurrow, for there is certainly none that of late years have 
shown such remarkable steadiness.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Jan. 10,—Our doubts as to the value of the start made in the tin 
standards to close the year have been fully realised, and we now 
commence 1884, as far as any change in price is concerned, with a 
fall. Better matters should have remained as they were. The last 
rise did very little good to anybody, and all the good it may have 
done and more has been neutralised by the further unsettlement of 
affairs in connection with this week’s fall, One uncertainty is al- 
ways better than two, and we are convinced that the tin mines would 
be better off if they had to consider London market fluctuations only, 
and were not troubled by ups and downs in local standards, that only 
follow and never lead. 

The fact that we were unable to comment upon Cook’s Kitchen 
account last week enables us to lay more stress than would then have 
been possible upon the very strong feeling in the county of the un- 
satisfactory character of the revelations made, not that we in any 
way mean to hint, much less suggest, that there has been anything 
more than error of judgment, but the error is one that in some cases 
at any rate has had serious results. To find that the real balance 
against the mine is just about double what on the face of the pre- 
vious accounts there was any reason to expect is very serious indeed, 
and it is really not to be wondered at that some of the adventurers 
should have declared the conduct of the management “ indefensible.” 
Still they are certainly entitled to plead that, however unwise their 
actions, they did not err from private motives, but in what they 
hoped and believed to be the interest of the suareholders, But even 
then it seems impossible to find an excuse for the very serious blunder 
made in crediting 1173/7. under the head of bills receivable “ by mis- 
take.” What sort of audit can there possibly have been? Clerks 
are fallible as well as other people, and blunders will occur now and 
then, but this one certainly never ought to have reached the share- 
holders. 

There seems, too, an unnecessary amount of confusion with regard 
to the tin credits and debits. We confess'that on the face of it the 
explanations given do not afford very much light. All that we know 
is that tin has been credited before it was sold.

The new engine lately erected at Stow Heath, near Bilston, is 
doing very satisfactory work, and was a subject for congratulation 
at a meeting of the South Staffordshire Mines Drainage Commis- 
sioners, in Wolverhampton, on Wednesday. Its effect, the Chair- 
man said, was being felt throughout the district. Referring to other

A significant dispute as to pil bye-laws was begun on Monday at 
the Granville and Earsty Hill Collieries of Messrs, Swindell and 
Collis, Old Hill, where the men have come out on strike. One of 
the new rules introduced is that the men shali bring up their tools 
daily, and it is objected that this is an infringement of the Act of 
Parliament, which provides that auy workman carrying tools up and 
down the pit is liable to prosecution, and that if the men meet with 
accidents whilst ascending or descending with tools they are not 
entitled to any sick or field pay.

AUTOMATIC ACCUMULATOR.—An ingenious arrangement for the 
automatic accumulation and distribution of electricity for illumin- 
ating purposes has during the past three months been thoroughly 
tested in the telegraph department of the Great Western Railway, 
under the direction of Mr, Spagnoletti, the company’s telegraphic 
superintendent. The battery is qa trough, divided into a number 
of compartments by alternate sestiens of lead and porous earthen- 
ware. In the batteries for ordinary work the lead plates are 
coupled in quantity, but if used for railway-carriage lighting they 
would not be coupled at all, but would be well insulated from 
each other. The spaces between the lead and the porous ware are 
packed down with alternate transverse layers of lead and asbestos 
felt. The battery is practically dry, the only solution required 
being contained in the pores of the active matter and the felt. 
This solution is used very acid, so that, in the event of evapora- 
tion, when the air becomes moist again the affinity of sulphuric 
acid for water would attract the requisite amount of moisture from 
the atmosphere, but practically it operates by not allowing evapora- 
tion to take place. The accumulators are charged buring the day 
with the current from the dynamos which supply the arc lamps 
used for lighting the station at night. The system having so far 
worked well, it will probably be applied to the lighting of other 
departments and to the trains. An ulterior object, however, is to 
apply it to domestic lighting, which would bring prominently into 
operation the automatic charging apparatus. In this case the cir- 
cuit would all be coupled in series by a wire going from house to 
house from a lighting centre where the dynamo machines would be 
placed. Each ret of batteries would be provided, as at Paddington, 
With the automatic cut-out apparatus by means of which they would 
be switched into the charging circuit directly they were iu the least 
discharged, and switched out again when re-charged, at the same 


time brinding over the break in the charging circuit. The accumulator 
may therefore be compared to a cistern of water, and the automatic 
cut-out to the ball which regulates the supply of water as required. 
The accumulator being thus always kept charged would render the 
consumer largely independent of any breakdown at the currrent-pro- 
ducing centre. As regards the efficiency of the battery, it may be 
mentioned that the loss of current in charge and discharge, as ascer- 
tained by careful tests made at Paddington during ordinary work, is 
less than 10 per cent. 

UNDERGROUND HAULAGE.—The interesting and exhaustive Me- 
moire sur la Chaine Flottante des Mines de Fer de Decido (in the 
province of Santander, Spain) read before the French Society of 
Civil Engineers at Paris by Mr. A. Briill has just been reprinted in 
separate pamphlet form (Paris: Librairie Polytechnique de J. 
Baudry, Rue des Saints Péres), and will be found useful to all colli- 
ery engineers who have not had the opportunity of studying this 
system of haulage in Lancashire, since Mr. Briill treats the whole 
subject mathematically and practically, and gives all the necessary 
details for enabling the engineer to secure the best results in apply- 
ing the system. In conclusion, he says these special railways, of 
which Lancashire shows the first models, permit us as we have seen 
with a moderate preliminary outlay to ensure the regular and eco- 
nomic transport of large masses over long distances and very irregu- 
lar ground. The infinite resources of this system are not yet gener- 
ally known ; the running chain is capable of rendering the greatest 
services in the working of mines and quarries, and for the rapid and 
economical execution of great public works, The value of the paper 
is much enhanced by the excellent plates of diagrams which accom- 
pany it. 

ANTIQUITY OF MANKIND.—In the course of some interesting re- 
marks introducing the Wednesday evening lecturer at Messrs. Tan- 
gye’s Works at Soho, Birmingham, the Chairman (Mr,George Tangye) 
said that it had been proved in various ways that human beings ex- 
isted, perhaps, 100,000 years ago, certainly 80,000, and rather more 
like 200,000. Not far from Cornwall it had been proved beyond 
doubt that people existed there at least 30,000 years ago. There was 
a cavern at Torquay called Kent’s Cavern, in which there were dis- 
tinct evidences of this. This was such a tremendous fact that many 
people still had doubts, but there were means of showing most clearly 
that this was the case. For instance, there were rocks below from 
5 to 10 feet in depth, and under these were found instruments which, 
though more or less of a clumsy character, were no doubt used for 
culinary purposes by human beings. These rocks were formed by 
the lime drippings from the roof of the cavern, and it had been asoer- 





tained how long it must have taken fortheirformation. Fifty years 
ago a person went into the cave and inscribed his name with the date 
on one of the rocks, and at the present time it was covered with the 
thinnest coating of lime drippings, and this showed the time which 
must have elapsed during the formation of the thick rocks, under 
which there were such clear evidenees ofjthe existence of human beings 
so many thousand years ago. Mr. Harrison then delivered an in- 
teresting lecture“ On the Stone Age,” dealing with the subject ina 
plain and simple manner. He first explained that the present time 
was called the Iron Age, and that the first iron used was, probably, 
the meteoric iron which was drawn to the earth by force of gratity. 
Before the time of iron, bronze, a mixture of tin and copper, was 
used. No doubt the first metal found was copper, and with this tin 
was subsequently used for the purpose of making implements of a 
harder material. But geologists took them further back than the age 
of bronze—to a time when metals were unknown. Implements were 
then made of stone, and hence they called that era the Stone Age. 
The stone chiefly used was flint, which was found more abundantly 
in the east and south of England. The Stone Age was divided into 
two stages—the early and late stonefages. Some stone} tools were 
beautifully made, being nicely polished and finished off, whilst others 
were very clumsily made, and altogether extremely rough. The lec- 
turer illustrated by means of dissolving views the various stone in- 
straments which had been from time to time discovered, and ex- 
plained the uses tu which they were probably put.
